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To the GeTieral Assembly of the State of Vermont ; 

The undersigaed re^peotfally submits the following Report upon 
the condition and management of the Railroads in this State, for the 
current ofhcial year. 

1 . 

PRINCIPLES OP LEGISLATION RESPECTING THE VERMONT RAILROADS. 

By the eighth seotion of the law of 1855, providing for the ap- 
pointment of a Railroad Commissioner, it is made the duty of that 
officer to ‘‘report what further legal provisions should, in his opinion^ 
be adopted in relation to railroads.” The principles which ought to 
govern the law-making power of Vermont in its legislation respect- 
ing railroads of course constituted one of the first important points 
which suggested themselves to the Commissioner in entering upon 
the duties of his office. 

The position of the government and people of this State with rela- 
tion to the railroads chartered by their authority is peculiar, and per- 
haps unique. However we may regret the unfortunate pecuniary 
results of these enterprises to those who furnished the means for the 
construction of the roads, it cannot but be regarded as a circumstance 
eminently favorable to the independence, the impartiality, and the 
purity of our legislation in respect to them, that they have not built 
up among our citizens a body of wealthy railroad stockholders, large 
enough and powerful enough to exert an undue influence upon the 
proceedings of the Legislature. 
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It is notorious that, not to speak of the monstrous venality which 
has attended the granting of many railroad charters, the railroad 
companies, in some of the United States, are so numerous, and so strong 
m pecuniary resources and in the personal influence of their mana- 
prs and shareholders, that they both exert great weight in modify, 
mg the legislation of the State in matters affecting their corporate 
interests, and even control the political action of the government and 
the people. The funds remaining at the disposal of the managers 
of the Vermont railroads, after the payment of necessary current 
expenses, though large enough to serve as a temptation to private 
fraud and peculation— especially where, as in most of our railroads, 
there are none who are beneficially interested to such an amount as 
to make it worth their while to exercise a vigilant personal watchful- 
ness over their agents— are not sufiioient to furnish the means for any 
very extensive schemes of public corruption. Besides this, the stock- 
holders and creditors of these roads are generally non-residents, and 
of course possessed of little means of bringing to bear any direct 
improper influence, and as most of the shares subscribed and of the 
securities issued for moneys advanced for the construction of the 
roads, have passed into the hands of strangers, at a nominal price, 
or at best, at a great reduction upon the par value of the stock and 
bonds, the equitable considerations, which might be urged in behalf 
of persons who had contributed to improvements resulting in import- 
ant benefit to the pubUc, have here, in general, little applicability. 

It IS not less fortunate for the commercial morality of Vermont, 
that the shares and negotiable securities of the railroad companies, in 
most cases,possess not even sufiicient prospective or contingent value 
to tempt the cupidity of the speculator. They do not even rise to 
the dignity of what are technically called “ fancy stocks,” having 
none of those elements of uncertainty- probability of loss and delu- 
sive promise of gain-which would render them fit objects for the 
operations of the stock-jobbing gambler. The capital raised by sub- 
scription and loan was partly squandered and wasted, if not pilfer- 
ed, and partly sunk in an expenditure more or less necessary to the 
object, but disproportioned to the income which the roads could be 
reasonably expected to yield. The market price of both shares and 
bonds has been steadily sinking, and those citizens of Vermont who 
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were so unfortunate as to make investments in either, having such fa- 
cilities for observation as to satisfy themselves that a still further de- 
cline was at all times probable, have had no inducement to incur new 
risks, in the hope of recovering their losses by purchasing seeuritics 
whose value was growing constantly less. It is for such reasons, 
that we, as a State, and as individuals, have thus far escaped the 
enormous moral, political and financial evils to which the almost uni- 
versal corruption of great private corporations has elsewhere given 
birth. The history of the Vermont Railroads since their comple- 
tion ■'encourages no expectation that the stockholders, little that the 
creditors, of most of them, will ever receive a return for their in- 
vestments in the regular way of dividends and payments, though 
shares and bonds, when accumulated in large nominal amounts, may 
answer certain equivocal purposes in the stock market, and their 
holders may derive advantage from the power of obtaining or con- 
ferring well-remunerated office, and participating in or assigning lu- 
crative contracts. The roads are, and always have been, run, much 
indeed to the public benefit, but substantially for the profit of those 
concerned in working them, and the beneficial interest of the merito- 
rious stockholders and, to a great extent, of the creditors, may be 
considered as extinguished, or as having lapsed and become vested in 
the people at large, who are therefore entitled to control and manage 
the affairs of such corporations as the public good requires. The 
public authorities of the State are not the guardians of the private 
interests of railroad shareholders or creditors, and it is not the pur- 
pose of these remarks to raise any questions respecting the fidelity 
of directors, trustees or other agents, but to call attention to the fact, 
that in the case of some of these Vermont railroads, the property 
in the capital stock is derelict, abandoned by those to whom it once 
belonged, and therefore these roads, like waifs or estrays, are subject 
to absolute legislative disposal and control, so far, at least, as any 
moral rights can be set up to the contrary. Hence it is the right and 
the duty of the legislature to enact laws concerning such roads, with 
the same single eye to the public good, as in the case of common 
highways, and they should not be suffered to be run as feeders or ac- 
cessories to foreign roads in which the people of V ermont are little 
interested, nor as if they constituted the private property of mana- 
gers, who, with or without the consent of the representatives of the 
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original meritorious stock and bond-holders, retain the control of 
them. The Commissioner is aware that these observations are by no 
means applicable to all the railroads in Vermont. Some of them 
have honorably fulfilled their engagements to their creditors and the 
public, and the management of others since the first disastrous fail- 
ure is supposed to have been unobjectionable. If there are excep- 
tions to this latter remark, in points affecting the interests of stock- 
holders or creditors, it is the duty of the injured parties to suggest to 
the legislature the legal provisions which they conceive to be calcula- 
ted to afford relief. In most, perhaps in all, of the railroad compa- 
nies in Vermont, however desperate the prospects of the share-hold- 
ers, the creditors have an interest which might, by due personal at- 
tention on their part, be rendered available and productive. Their 
equitable rights ought to be religiously respected, and those who 
possess them are certainly entitled to such legislation as will give 
them the most ample facilities of inspection and supervision, and as 
complete control of the corporations indebted as can be conferred 
on them, consistently with the paramount claims of the public weal. 
The undersigned is not advised what measures the creditors of any or 
all the Roads design to propose, nor does he conceive it to be within 
his province to express any opinion on litigated questions between 
directors or trustees in possession and those who contest their au- 
thority, or seek to remove them. 

The opinions of jurists respecting the sacredness of the franchises 
of private corporations have been much modified of late years, and 
the undersigned entertains no doubt of the legal power of the Legis- 
lature to subject railroad corporations in all respects to such general 
regulations as the public moral and material interests may demand, 
nor is he aware that any measures of legislation are now called for, 
which would be prejudicial to any privileges that are entitled to oon- 
Bideration. There can be no “ vested rights” in nuisances or abuses, 
and the government of Vermont, fortunately exempt from the dis- 
turbing mfiuences which embarrass the action of other States, may 
freely legislate on this important subject, with little fear of unjustly 
sacrificing private interests, or violating any sound principle of fun- 
damental law. 

The special provisions recommended by the Commissioner will be 
found under their respective heads in the following pages, and he 
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thinks it necessary in this place to call attention only to the expe- 
diency of a revision and compilation of all the existing Laws of 
Vermont, upon the subject of railroads, with or without the Acts of 
incorporation as shall be deemed advisable, and he recommends that 
the Commissioner be charged with this duty, 

2 

CONDITION AND MANAGEMENT OE THE RAILROADS. 

The railroads in Vermont are all imperfect in construction, espe- 
cially with regard to the width and security of deep cuts and em- 
bankments, and the lines have often been selected with little judg- 
ment, if indeed good faith ; but it is just to their managers to Say 
that their condition is, in general at least, as good as their con- 
struction, and their equipment is adequate to the reasonable ac- 
commodation of the public. The past winter was mild and favor- 
able, and the whole year may be said to have been propitious. The 
passenger trains have run with much regularity, and with a dispatch 
which, considering the embarrassed pecuniary condition of all the 
companies, and the great expense of high rates of speed, ought to be 
regarded as entirely satisfactory. Persons residing at the northern 
limit of the State can reach New York or Boston in fewer hours than 
were formerly consumed in a single day of stage travel, and the 
times are so arranged that the morning trains for half the year pass 
over these great distances almost wholly by day light. 

Freight is not transported with a corresponding degree of rapidi- 
ty, the usual time between New York or Boston and Northern Ver- 
mont being three or four days. It would seem that seventy or eighty 
hours ought not to be required for carrying freight over routes which 
passenger trains perform in one seventh part of that time, but no 
specific complaints having been made on this subject, the Commis- 
sioner has no legislative action respecting it to recommend. 

The speed with which the passenger trains have been run, without 
accident from that cause, is one of the best experimental tests of the 
condition of the roads, but as there are, on all the roads, many 
points where destructive consequences might ensue from the narrow- 
ness of cuts and the defective scarping of slopes both above and below 
the track, and as the bridges are in many instances old, the under- 
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signed is of opinion, that measures should Ise taken to guard against 
danger from imperfect finish of banks and decay of superstructures 
and bridges. For that purpose he recommends that the Commis- 
sioner be vested with power to order the making of such repairs as ha 
shall deem necessary, and within such time as he shall appoint, under 
a sufficient penalty to be fixed by law ; that in important and doubt- 
ful cases, he be authorized to consult, at the expense of the company 
interested, engineers not in the employment of such company ; and 
that whenever the Commissioner shall think fit to make special ex- 
amination of points not in the immediate vicinity of stations, the 
companies shall, under a sufficient penalty, furnish him upon reason- 
able notice with hand oars or other conveyance to such points, with- 
out charge therefor. 

Although the Commissioner is required to inspect the condition of 
the roads and report the same, yet the existing laws confer upon him 
no further powers, and it is conceived not to have been the intention, 
nor has it been the practical construction of the law, to require a de- 
tailed description of every point where the Commissioner thinks im- 
provements or repairs ought to be made. As the expediency of re- 
pairs depends on the amount and character of the business, the 
speed of trains, the means of the company, and other circumstances 
not necessary here to mention, it is evident that a specific report em- 
bracing all the cases, and the reasons of the Commissioner’s opinion, 
would be unsatisfactory unless much more voluminous than can have 
been contemplated. As has been already observed, the defects are, 
with very few exceptions, of original construction, not of restoration or 
repair, and the Commissioner finds but two cases which he thinks it 
necessary to particularize. 

The first is that of a bridge upon the Central Railroad, over a 
small brook in Duxbury, which was carried away, as is believed, in 
the autumn of 1857, replaced by a temporary, and as the Commis- 
sioner considers, insufficient structure, and allowed to remain in that 
condition for more than half a year. The Commissioner is not 
aware of any excuse for what must be regarded as prima facie a 
culpable negligence on the part of the persons in change of the road. 

The second is that of the bridges on the Vermont and Canada 
Railroad across the outlet of Missisquoi Ray, and the Lake between 
Alburgh and the New York shore. The Commissioner is of opinion

that, before the oommenoeinent of the repairs referred to in the report 
of that company (appendix p. 5.) these bridges were not safe and 
sufScient, and that the repairs ought to have been sooner made. It 
is hoped these repairs will be thorough and substantial, but consider- 
ing the very serious consequences which might result from the 
failure of the bridges, the Commissioner thinks the public ought to 
have some other security than the ordinary motives of prudence and 
self interest on the part of the company.

ACCIDENTS. 

The existing laws impose no special duties upon the Commissioner 
with respect to accidents upon railroads. It is thought that in all 
cases of serious injury to persons, an official investigation into the 
causes ought to be made. At present, it is only casually that acci- 
dents are brought to the immediate knowledge of the Commissioner, 
and the information often comes in too vague a shape to seem enti- 
tled to special notice, or, if reported in the annual return of the 
company, it is usually too late to make inquiry into the circum- 
stances with any hope of a satisfactory result. 1 he joint return of 
the Vermont Central and the Vermont and Canada Eailroads of the 
current year, for instance, reports accidents happening in July 1857. 
It would be idle to institute an investigation after so great a laj)se of 
time, and on the other hand the companies ought not to be subjected 
to the expense of an examination, upon every flying rumor of acci- 
dent. It is recommended that railroad companies be required to 
report forthwith all serious accidents to persons, and that upon the 
receipt of such report or other credible evidence, the Commissioner 
proceed to investigate the circumstances of the case, and report the 
same to the next session of the legislature. It is proper to remark 
that the only regulations for the prevention of accident communi- 
cated to the Commissioner, those namely referred to in the report of 
the Rutland and Burlington road, are, in his opinion, judicious and 
well adapted to secure the safety of all exposed to ordinary railroad 
accidents.

CHANGE OP CAES. 

The change of cars upon railroad routes is a frequent cause of 
complaint with travellers. It is necessarily attended with distur- 
bance and confusion ; with great personal inconvenience and often 
danger to aged persons, invalids and children ; with risk of mistake 
of cars, and loss of personal baggage ; and it may be, and doubtless 
often is employed, as a means of controlling or influencing passengers 
in the choice of routes. It is therefore conceived to be a fit subject 
of legislative interference and direction. The longest railroad in 
\ ermont, that of the Eutland and Burlington Company, is but one 
hundred and twenty miles, and including the lines in Vermont with 
which it connects as extensions, it falls short of two hundred miles. 
The Northern terminus of the Vermont and Canada rail road is less 
than three hundred miles from Boston or Springfield by either the 
Central or the Butland and Burlington railroads, and but about two 
hundred from Troy or Albany. The Legislature of Vermont cannot 
control the running of the roads without its territory, but had it the 
power, the Commissioner would have no hesitation in saying that 
passenger oars ought to be required to run, without change, from the 
remotest stations in Vermont to the points above named. There ap- 
pears to be no foundation for the opinion that it is unsafe to run oars 
over such distances. It is notorious that the express trains run with- 
out change between Boston and New York, a distance of two hun. 
dred and forty miles ; between Albany and Buffalo, a distance of 
three hundred miles; and between Jersey City and Buffalo, by the 
Erie railroad, a distance of four hundred and fifty miles. In all these 
cases, the speed is as great as the average speed on the routes be- 
tween Kouse’s Point and Boston, Springfield or Albany, and in some 
of them much greater, and there is no complaint of accident from 
running the same cars through. 

The change to which passengers by the Central railroad 
to and from Burlington and places connected with Burling- 
ton by steam boat or railroad are subject at Essex Junction, 
is matter of universal dissatisfaction among persons passing 
over that route. The reasons assigned for making the change 
are in the opinion of the Commissioner wholly insufficient. Bur- 
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lington and Windsor are the termini of the Central Railroad, and 
important points of connection with other routes. The conveyance 
of passengers, in a convenient manner, between the termini and all 
points upon the route is an implied condition of the charter, and the 
company cannot relieve itself from this obligation by forming con- 
nections with corporations legally distinct from it. The question is, 
not what arrangement of cars will best accommodate passengers from 
allied roads, but what are the duties of the corporation to passengers 
upon this. Nor is it true, as implied by the answer of the Vermont 
Central Company to the eleventh question of the Commissioner, (Ap- 
pendix p. 26) that the running of through cars from the Lake ter- 
minus would require passengers from the Vermont & Canada road 
to change at Essex. The only effect would be that the Central com- 
pany might be obliged to run an additional car, instead of crowding 
passengers from the steamboats, the Rutland and Burlington railroad, 
and from Burlington into oars that have come over the V ermont & Can- 
ada road together with the passengers by that route. It is true that 
the Vermont and Canada road and that portion of the Central rail- 
road lying south and east from Essex are run as one road, but it is 
too notorious to be disputed, that the original object of forming the 
connection was to control the travel and transport to and from points 
north of Essex and secure to the Central a preference in business over 
other channels of communication. No such advantage was contem- 
plated by the Legislature, and the associated companies ought not to 
be permitted to embarrass and annoy travellers who prefer to take the 
Rutland & Burlington route or the steamboats upon the Lake, and 
thus deprive the public of rights impliedly secured to it by the char- 
ter of the companies. So far as the convenience of the Vermont & 
Canada railroad is concerned, it is sufficient to say that by the char- 
ter of that company, it was required to form a connection with the 
Rutland & Burlington road within thirteen years from the date of 
its incorporation, which was in October, 1845. No such coimection 
has been formed. Eor eight years passengers from the west have 
been subjected to the annoyance of a change at Essex, in part for 
the accommodation of that company, and to expose them longer to 
this inconvenience would be to allow the company to take advantage 
of its own wrong. 
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The Commissioner has dwelt upon this particular case because it well 
illustrates the injury which railroads may inflict upon the public inter- 
ests, by adopting measures calculated to embarrass travellers who 
may prefer rival routes. He recommends that railroad companies 
be required in all oases to run trains without change between their 
termini and points upon their respective routes . 



CONNECTIONS BETWEEN RAILROADS. 

By existing laws, (Compiled Statutes chap. 26, ^ 68,) contermin- 
ous and connecting railroad companies are required to draw each 
other’s “ passengers, merchandise and cars” over their respective 
roads, upon terms to be fixed by special commissioners appointed by 
the suoreme court in each particular case. The provisions of the 
law, as is evident from sec. 69, contemplate the passage of cars, with _ 
passengers and freight, from road to road, and do not refer to the 
forming of connections by transferring passengers and freight from 
the oars of one road to those of another. There are oases where the 
transfer of cars is convenient to neither party, and there is no mode 
prescribed by law for compelling railroads to regulate the time of 
their trains so as reasonably to accommodate each other and the pub- 
lic. It is evident that roads, whose interests are in any degree con- 
flicting, may harass each other, and annoy travellers, by starting, or 
arriving at such hours as to render it difficult or impossible for pas- 
sengers to change from road to road without loss of time, and this 
power may be abused, to the serious injury of the public. It is be- 
lieved that a remedy ought to be provided, and that the Commis- 
sioner should be vested with authority to prescribe, upon the applica- 
tion of any railroad company, the mode of connection referred to in 
chap. 26 ^ 68, 69 of the Compiled Statutes, and also the times and 
manner of connection by transfer of passengers and freight from the 
cars of one road to those of another. 

It will be observed by the answer of the Rutland and Burlington 
company to the fifteenth and sixteenth questions of the Commis- 
sioner, that a difficulty has arisen between that company and the 
Central and Vermont and Canada roads with respect to the transfer 
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of passengers and freight between the respective routes. It is stated, 
substantially, that a train for the Vermont and Canada road leaves 
Burlington by the Central train at 5 P. M., one hour before the oars 
leave Essex for the north, and that, in order to connect with this 
train, the Eutland and Burlington road is compelled to run an extra 
express train, upon the arrival of the New York train at Rutland, 
within a time that renders it impossible to make the ordinary stop- 
pages, so that an accommodation train is obliged to follow imme- 
diately after, for the convenience of way passengers. Essex Junc- 
tion is seven miles from Burlington, and the passengers for the north 
by the 5 o’clock train are of course detained half an hour or more 
at the Junction. There is no obvious reason why this detention 
might not as well occur at Burlington, and thereby save the Rutland 
and Burlington road the expense of running an extra train, solely to 
reach Burlington before the departure of the 5 o’clock northern train. 
Th ere was not time, after the receipt of the report of the Rutland 
and Burlington road, to call upon the Central and Vermont and 
Canada roads for an explanation of their refusal to delay the departure 
of the Northern train,but the Commissioner presumes that some reason 
can be given for a course, which, unless capable of a satisfactory ex- 
planation, is a case of flagrant and wanton abuse. In any event, it 
is obvious that there ought to exist somewhere a power to hear and 
determine complaints like this, and that relative to the transfer of 
freight between the same roads.

INCREASE OF FARE ; TICKET OFFICES. 

The reasons urged by the joint report of the Central and Ver- 
mont and Canada railroads for asking authority ' to charge passen- 
gers who neglect to purchase tickets at the offices with extra fare 
appear to the Commissioner sufficient, and he recommends that 
railroads be permitted to make a reasonable extra charge in such 
cases. But, as the Commissioner knows by observation, that travel- 
lers upon railroads often omit to buy tickets, because the offices are 
not seasonably open, he recommends that ticket agents, and bag- 
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gagemasters, be required to be in attendance at their respective posts 
for the sale of tickets, and checking baggage, for one full half hour 
next before the departure or passage of every passenger train.

NOTICE or ARRIVAL AT STATIONS. 

It is notorious that conductors are somelimes negligent in giving 
aotice of the arrival of the train at stations, or that, from the noise 
of the trains, the notice cannot be heard, and persons are consequent- 
ly often carried paet the place of their destination. On some rail- 
roads, a tablet, 'witli the name of the Tiext station conspicuously 
painted upon it, is placed over the front door on the inside of every 
oar immediately after passing a stopping place. It is recommended 
that all railroads in V ermont be required to adopt this, or some other 
equally effectual method of giving notice of the approach of trains 
to stations.

POBLIOITY OF ACCOUNTS. 

The attention of the undersigned has been called to the expedi- 
ency of requiring all persons charged with the receipt or disburse- 
ment of moneys, or making contracts, in behalf of railroads, to make 
monthly returns of their acts to the clerk of their company, 
which returns, and all accounts of the companies, shall 
at all times be open to public inspection, or at least to that of 
stockholders, creditors, contractors, and claimants, interested in the 
affairs of such companies. The Commissioner is not advised how 
far the classes of persons so interested in the Vermont railroads 
consider such legislation desirable, and it is a question which con- 
cerns them rather than the public at large. The Vermont railroads^ 
under present circumstances, are doubtless so far public corporations, 
that no secrecy or concealment in respect to any of their affairs ought 
to be tolerated, and all persons in any way interested ought to have 
free access to all existing sources of information. The Commissioner 
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cannot be the auditor of railroad accounts, nor is it his duty to call 
for information in respect to every pecuniary item in the returns which 
may not be clear to him, but with a greater publicity of the accounts, 
the vigilance of interested persons would probably lead to the expla- 
nation, if not the removal, of some of the remarkable discrepancies 
between certain items of expenditure in the different railroad returns, 
and thus serve the interests of creditors, if not of the public.

PORPEITUKB OP CHARTEES. 

By the eighth section of the law of 1855, the Commissioner is re- 
quired to “ report whether any railroad company has, within the year 
previous, exceeded its legal powers, or in any way incurred a for- 
feiture of its franchises.” 

By the second section of the act incorporating the Vermont and 
Canada railroad company, it was provided that if said corporation 
should not, within five years, commence, and within thirteen years 
complete and put in operation, a road connecting the Butland and 
Burlington railroad with the Vermont and Canada road, then the 
latter corporation should cease and the act of incorporation be void. 

No such connecting road has been built, or commenced, so far 
as the Commissioner is advised, and the period of thirteen years 
limited for its completion, expires on the 31st of October, 1858. 
The company has given notice of an application to the General As- 
sembly for an extension of this period. The Commissioner has 
no information which justifies him in expressing an opinion, whether, 
in case the extension shall be granted, it is the purpose of the man- 
agers of the Vermont and Canada railroad to comply with this con- 
dition of their charter, nor is he in possession of any facts not of 
public notoriety, important to the decision of the question which will 
come before the General Assembly, and he refers to the case only 
because the law of 1855, above cited, requires him so to do.

1. Wliat changes, if any, have taken place in pursuance of the 
laws of 1857, or otherwise, in the persons, Avhether trustees, assign- 
ees, lessees, mortag’ees. or directors, concerned in the management of 

-Rail Road, since the date of the last report ? 

2. Please give a a statement of the pecuniary condition of said 
Railroad, substantially as in the Reports of the Vermont Rail Roads 
for 185/, tables A, to J., setting forth particularly all salaries or 
emoluments and the names of the persons receiving the same; and 
also whether services of the nature indicated, and in amount adequate 
to the sums paid, according to the rates of compensation usually al- 
lowed by solvent Rail Road companies in New England, have been 
actually rendered by each of said persons. State accidents, if any, 
and their causes. 

3. What sums have been paid or contracted to be paid to legal 
advisers and attorneys, since the date of the last report, and to what 
persons have such sums been paid or promised ? 

4. Has any bonus, gratuity or compensation of any sort been 
paid, or promised to be paid, out of the funds of the company, or 
of the creditors or other persons beneficially entitled to the same, or 
has any benefit or advantage been conferred upon any person at the 
cost of the company, for any services real or pretended, other than 
such as appear from your answers to the preceding questions ?

The board of directors has been entirely 
changed since the last Eeport. The Board now consists of Messrs. 
Wm. P. Parrott, H. M. Bates, Geo. M. Browne, Wm. Parsons,' 
Sidney Homer, Thos. E. Powers, Wm. H. H. Bingham. Geo! 
Nichols of Northfield is Clerk of the corjioration, Chas. Barrett of 
the same town is the Treasurer. 

Answer to Question 2. The amount of capital stock now au- 
thorized is $1,350,000. Paid in per last report $1,350,000. 
There has been no change the past year. The cost of the road 

as appears from the books, is $1,380,695,07, and does not include 

the items of equipment Table C. We refer to the Eeport of the 
Vermont Central Bail Eoad for the detailed answers to tables E to 
J, inclusive, this road being run by an agreement with that road. 
No revenue has been received the past year from the operation of 
this road, it being, as before stated, run by another corporation, and 
the rent payable under that agreement being unpaid. 

The present Board of Directors and officers of the corporation 
have as yet received no remuneration whatever nor have they voted 
upon the question of salaries. By a vote of the Directors of this 
company April 15. 1853, the compensation of the Directors was fixed 
at $5 per day, when attending to business away from their residences, 
and $3 per day day when on the same service at home, and by a 
vote of March 25, 1857, the salary of the President was voted at 
$1,000 per year; Clerk $300 per year, and Treasurer $100 per 
year. Vice President $500 per year. 

Answer to Question 3. Two gentlemen are employed as coun- 
sel and legal advisers of this corporation under the usual conditions 
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between counsel and client. No special contract has been made, no 
account settled, nor payments made beyond the usual retainer. 

Answer to Question 4. There has been no bonus, gratuity or 
compensation of any sort paid or promised to be paid to any person 
or persons for any service real or pretended other than appear from 
the answers to the preceding questions. 

Answer to Question 5. There have been no contracts made or 
executed in behalf of this company since the last report. 

Answer to Question 6. For the answers to questions 6 to 16 
inclusive, we reply, that we have not the means of information on 
which to base answers, as the management of this road is now out of 
our hands. 

Question 19. Is the company advised by its Engineers that the long 
bridges between the main land of Yermont and Alburgh, and between 
Alburgh and the New York shore, are sufficient and safe for the 
transportation of persons and freight, and has the company made any 
contract or arrangement for the re-building or repair of said bridge? 

Answer to Question 19. The company is advised by the engi- 
neer of the parties who now hold possession and control of the man- 
agement of this road, that the bridges above are in safe condition for 
the transportation of persons and freight. 

That the bridge at Missisquoi Bay, between the main land and 
Alburgh, is now undergoing all requisite repairs, which will be com- 
pleted in a few weeks. 

That the bridge between Alburgh and New York, has had one 
line of track rebuilt entire with the exception of the draw, which is 
in good condition, so that one line of track is substantially in per- 
fect repair.

— Clergymen have been carried for half 
the tariff price. A few commutation tickets have been sold, and 
excursions have been taken at half fare. Conductors are not allow- 
ed to pass any one without a pass from the Trustees or Superintend- 
ent ; except persons in the employ of the Road or officers of con- 
necting roads over which officers of this road pass free. 

Answer to Question 11. — At Northfield to have cars examined 
and cleaned, it being considered safer than to run them the whole 
distance from Boston or Springfield to Rouses Point without exam- 
ination. 

At Essex, because it disturbs less passengers to change those go- 
ing to and from Burlington, than to change those going through to 
Rouse’s Point and stations North. 
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Answer to Question 12. — Trains from North and South arrive 
at Northfield about 10 o’clock P. M., which is considered as late aa 
the majority of passengers wish to ride, and by running trains through 
in the night, it would compel us to run trains for local travel m the 
morning or be inconvenient for the public to do the way business in 
the night. 

Answer to Question 13. — The connections have generally been 
made according to the advertised time. There have been very few 
failures to connect during the past year. 

Answer to Question 14. — The average time for transporting 
freight between Burlington, Montpelier and Boston is three days— 
When delays occur, they are generally caused by snow, broken cars, 
or loss of bridges, to which all parts of the route are equally liable. 

Answer to Question 15. — Connections with other roads have gen- 
erally been made as per agreement of the roads interested, the 
most of the delays having been caused by the trains coming from 
Canada, which have frequently been late. The public have been as 
well accommodated as in any previous year. 

Answer to Question 16. — They have, generally. 

Answer to Question 17. — It is expedient that Conductors should 
be authorized to arrest any person who may refuse to pay his faro, 
or be disorderly when on a train, and that such persons should be 
subject to a fine to be provided by law.

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ANSWERS TO COMMISSIONER’S OUESTIONS. 

To the Railroad Commissioner of the State of Yermoni : 

'The Directors of the Atlantic and St. Lawrence Rail Road 
Company having received from the Railroad Commissioner, under 
date of September 1st, 1858, certain printed enquiries respecting 
the condition of that Railroad and the transactions of those having 
charge of the same during the past year, herewith submit the follow- 
reply in part, with explanatory statements of the reasons which 
render it unsuitable for them to answer several of the questions pro- 
pounded. 

TotheyJrsi question — Answer: No change whatever, either under 
the laws of 1857, or otherwise, has taken place in regard to the 
persons concerned in the management of the Atlantic and St Law- 
Esnce Railroad since the date of the last report. 

The Railroad extending from Portland in the State of Maine to 
Island Pond in the State of Vermont, with all the property of the . 
company, was leased by perpetual lease to the Grand Trunk Railway 
Company of Canada, under lease dated August 5, 1853, at which 
time the lessees, in the first instance individuals, trustees in behalf of 
the Grand Trunk Railway Company, and afterwards in February 
1855, the Company itself, entered into actual possession of the road 
and property, and have ever since continued in possession, and have 
had the exclusive management and control of the line and works. This 
lease was understood to be authorized by the Statute of Vermont, 
No. 27, approved November 23, 1852, and is recorded at large m 
the County Records of Essex County. 

To the second question. — Answer: The Directors of the Atlantic 

and St. Lawrence Railroad Company, through information derived 
in part, from their own records and files anterior to the lease, 
and in part from the books of the lessees, kept by their local officers 
and agents, at Portland, are enabled to furnish many of the state- 
ments called for by this question, conforming, as nearly as the neces- 
sary method of keeping their books will allow, to the tables in the 
Reports of the Vermont Railroads for 1857. 

[The tabular statements referred to are hereunto prefixed.] 

As to the information thus obtained from the local Agents of the 
Lessees, respecting the pecuniary condition of the road, the Direc- 
tors are not personally cognizant of the facts, but they have no doubt 
of the correctness of the statements and tables. It is in the same 
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manner, substantially, that the reports of this Company, on the same 
subjects, have been made to the authorities of the State of Vermont, 
for the last four years. 

To the remaining questions, the Directors state that as the ope- 
rations of the road have been conducted exclusively by the Lessees, 
for five years past, and the Directors have had no share or concern 
whatever in its management, it would not be proper for them to ans- 
wer these questions, categorically, as of matters within their own 
knowledge. They answer these questions, therefore, and upon their 
information and belief. They have no doubt that whatever more 
explicit statements, if any, may be required upon any point, will be 
furnished, upon intimation to that elfeot given to the Lessees, or to 
their authorized agents and officers on the line. 

To the third question — Answer : No sums have been paid or con- 
tracted to be paid to legal advisors or attorneys in Vermont, or for 
any matters arising in V ermont, save the small amount of ordinary 
• counsel fees and charges in two or three small suits, to which the 
Company has been a party, pending in that State. 

To the fourth question — -Answer ; No such payment has been 
made or promised, to the knowledge or belief of the Directors. 

To ihoi fifth question — Answer : The Directors have no knowledge 
or belief of any interest such as inquired of. 

To the sixth question — Answer : The Directors answer the ques- 
tion affirmatively, without any doubt of the contrary. 

To the seventh question — Answer : The General Manager of the 

Grand Trunk Railway Company is Walter Shanley Esq. of Mon- 
treal — a professional engineer of ability and experience, who has 
the primary charge of all engineering work on the line from Island 
Pond to Portland, and repairs and reconstructions are ordered by 
him and executed under his oversight as required. 

To the eighth question — Answer : The track is inspected daily in 
the morning, before the passing of any train, by the foreman of each 
section of about five miles, who passes over the whole length of his 
section. During the day the track men are upon their various sec- 
tions attending to their work of repairs. 

To the ninth question — Answer’: The relaying of iron is going 

on constantly, with the re-building and strengthening of bridges, in all 
parts of the line. Within the year preceding July 1858, twelve 
iron girder bridges were substituted for wooden bridges on the line 
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between Island Pond and Portland, and thirteen more are ordered, 
and are to be put up on this part of the Koad, as they shall be re- 
quired. 

To the tenth question — Answer : To the detail of this question, 

the Directors have not such information as to enable them to answer. 
It is only known that the privilege of granting free passes is care- 
fully limited, and is entrusted only to superior officers. 

To the thirteenth question — Answer : This Koad makes no con- 
nections, within the State of Vermont, with any other line. Its 
trains are run with remarkable promptitude, and its connections else- 
where are made with great regularity. 

To the seventeenth and eighteenth questions — Answer : The Di- 

rectors not being concerned in the management of the line, the opin- 
ions and suggestions called for in these questions, will not be expect- 
ed from them.

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ANSWERS TO commissioner’s QUESTIONS. 

Answer to question 1. — None to my knowledge. I am still in 
its management as Keoeiver, and have been so during the past year. 

Answer to question 2. — I submit herewith statement of the pe- 
cuniary condition of this Road, as required. The services indicated 
have been actually rendered by each of said persons, are adequate 
in amount to the sums paid, and the rates of compensation, I believe, 
are even less than those usually allowed by solvent Railroad compa- 
nies in New England. No accident has occurred on this Road since 
the date of the last report. 

Answer TO question 3. — I have paid nothing to legal advisers or 
attorneys, since my last report — Edwin Edgerton of Rutland, has 
been my principal legal adviser. I have paid him nothing as yet — 
nor have I made any express contract with him as to the amount of 
compensation for his services. In addition to occasional consulta- 
tions with him, he has had the conduct of some two or three suits in 
Court, of no very great importance — for all of which I am liable to 
pay reasonable and legal charges, and nothing more. 

Answer to question 4. — None whatever. 

Answer to question 5. — They are not. 

Answer to question 6, — They have. 

Answer to question 7. — The Road has been under my own gener- 
al and constant supervision, assisted by competent persons on the sev- 
eral sections. All necessary repairs and reconstructions have been 
promptly made. 

Answer to question 8. — The track is invariably passed over and 
inspected immediately before the first train in the morning, under 
the direction of the foremen of the respective sections, and oftener, 
when deemed necessary, as after storms, high winds, &o. This is 
the practice on other New England Railroads, so far as I have been 
able to learn. 

Answer to question 9. — Some important repairs and reconstruc- 
tions of Bridges are proposed during the coming year, requiring an 
outlay of eight or ten thousand dollars. 

Answer to question 10. — I have allowed free passages to the fol- 
lowing classes — To the Judges of the Courts in this State, to my le- 
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gal advisers, to such of the Board of Directors of the Western Ver- 
mont Kailroad Company as were more intimately acquainted with the 
business of the Koad, and on whom I have been obliged to rely much 
for information relating to its management — to officers of other rail- 
road companies who have reciprocated the same favor to me. In 
addition to which I have issued some two or three complimentary 
tickets to persons whose travel upon the road is but little, and in 
cases only when I judged it would promote its general interest. 

It has been the custom of this Eoad of many years standing, as I 
am informed, to issue commutation tickets for passenger business, at 
the rate of about 1 75 per year for the whole Road, and so in pro- 
portion for distances between the different stations. I have issued 
such tickets for short distances, to some eight or ten persons during 
the year. Excepting the employees of the Road when on the busi- 
ness of the Road, the conductors have no authority to pass any per- 
son whatever, without my express order, except on the payment of 
the regular fare. 

Answer to question 13. — The passenger cars have made such 
connections with one single exception, which was owing to a partial 
derangement in ^the working of the engine, causing a delay of an 
hour and a half in the arrival of the cars at State Line, the connect- 
ing train of the Troy & Boston Railroad Company having previous- 
ly left. 

Answer to question 14. — The average time between the reception 
and delivery of freight at the points indicated, is about 24 hours, 
and this delay occurs at State Line, owing to the refusal or neglect 
of the Troy & Boston Railroad Company to make the proper and 
usual connections for the transmission of through freight over this 
Road.

the passenger in all cases to provide himself with a ticket before en- 
tering the cars — ten cents perhaps, or some other small sum would

Answer to Question 9.— We are now re-building two bridges Hi 
a thOVongh and substantial manner of “ Southern Pine ” timber— ^and 
also constructing two brick buildings for water stations, to replace 
wooden structures. We are also building substantial stone culverts 
to replace wooden “ trestle work,” and shall continue to make such 
repairs and renewals as are found necessary to keep the superstruc. 
ture m safe condition for the passage of trains. 

Answer to Question 10. — Free passes are issued to the officers of 
other railroads with which we have business relations. Tickets 
are sold at reduced rates to persons attending Agricultural Fairs j 
on public days and to political and religious conventions. We have 
also reduced rates for “ season passengers.”

Answer to Question 12. — For the accommodation of through 
passengers, we run one through train each way daily . We also 
run a second train from and to Rutland, which is almost exclusively 
patronized by local passengers and we have found by trial for a season 
that to continue these trains to the termini of the road is attended 
with loss. 

Answer to Question 13. — They run with great regularity. 

Answer to Question 14. — The through freight from Boston to 
Rutland is run in 24 hours — to Burlington in 33 hours. There are no 
detentions except such as are necessary to arrange trains and freight. 

Answer to Question 15. — The regular daily mail train from Bos- 
ton and New York, leaving New York at 6 A. M., and run express, 
does not reach Rutland until 2.45 P.M. From thence to Burlington 
at a proper rate of speed making the usual stops at way stations, we 
require for our train until 5.20 or 5.25 P. M. 

By a contract or arrangement with the Champlain Steam Boat 
Company, the train of the road with which we connect at Burlington 
leaves there for the North at the same time as the Boats, viz. 5 P . M., 
thereby compelling us to run a special express train, making only 
three stops, or have no northern connection for our through mail train, 
and follow the express with an accommodation train for way 
traffic — thus putting us to the expense of a third or extra train be- 
tween Rutland and Burlington to accommodate the travelling public, 
which would not be necessary but for the combined arrangement of 
the Road with the Steam Boat Co. That the time of leaving Bur- 
lington, 5 P. M., is arbitrary and unnecessary is evident from the 
Time Table for trains on the Vermont Central and Vermont and 
Canada Roads, which is herewith enclosed marked No 3 — from which 
it will be observed that while the time to leave Burlington is 5 o’clock 
the same train does not leave Essex Junction until 6 P. M. — one 
hour to run 6 miles, while other trains on the same table are allowed 
but 28 or 30 minutes between those points. 
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Answer to Question 16. — We have never succeeded in making 
arrangements for transacting a freight business with the roads North 
of Burlington, but are required to tranship freight and pay local 
rates, to or from its northern terminus at Eouse’s Point or any in 
termediate point between that and Burlington, and these are so high 
as to amount to a prohibition to all through business.
